infested with or apprehensive of spiall-pox 
make a sort of tablo 4 feeteby 2 tect, which 
covering jt with red cloth, they doposit in 
the parlour, Upon it they heap largo bags 
of viev,son top of which a red - gohei, 
peculiarly cut paper; considered by the 
Yulgar to be sacred, is placed. This forms 
a sort of teunporary shrine before whjch 
the family kneel and worship for twelve 
days, alter which: perjod all the rico 
Land other articles and offerings aro 
cast nway either in the river or by the 
roadsidy to be touched only by dogs aud 
mendicants. ‘Simultaneously with this the 
fumily, especially thoso infected with 
small-pox, bathe themselves in rod coloured 
hot water, which is produced by boiling 
red bouns.
